ABOUT SUICIDES 


Suicide la the United States has beet 


studied by Professor William B. Bailey 
of Yale for a period covering 1807 to 
1001, says a New Havuii special to the 
New York Times. He has takeii 29,344 
cases. In ordfr to take a more con- i 
venient unit lO.OUO cases were taken 
by Professor Bailey for computation 
in hia statistics. Of these 7,781 were 
found to be males aud 2,210 females, 
indicating that m general the ratio of 
suicide* of males £o that of females 
is three and a half to 0140. 


His tables show that the most popu- 


lar suicide period is between th'irty 
and fortj' years, followed closely by 
the period between twenty and thirty 
years. 
Nearly two-thirds of the sui- ! 


cides are found betvv een the periods of 
twenty to hfty years. It is found that 
the number ot married suicides ex- I 
ceeds that of those who are single.

Between the ages of twen- 
ty and thirty is reached the maximum 
of suicides from grief, chagrin and be- 
ing crossed in love. 


Monday is the favorite day for com- 


mitting suicide, followed closely by 
Sunday. From Monday down to Friday 
there is an Inexplicable increase anJ 
then a drop on Saturday, the lowest of 
the week. Professor Bailey aays of 
this: 


"For 
those 
who have 
endured 


throughout the week there Is pay day 
at hand, followed by a day of rest. 
Among the males Monday is pre-emi- 
nently a daj for suicide. Females pre- 
fer Sunday to Monday. Religious ex- 
citement may have something to do 
with this, but nearly a third of the do- 
mestic troubles leading to suicide come 
on Sunday. 


"More than one-fourth of the suicides 


from financial trouble and 
111 health 


among females occur on Monday. They 
apparently lack tho courage in their 
weak or Impoverished condition to take 
up the struggle of a new week. 


"Of 10,000 cases 3,687 occurred in the 


twelve hours before noon and 5.84S 
during the remaining twelve hours. 
Beginning with midnight, there is a 
continuous increase until G p. m. The 
three h'ours from -0 to 0 p. m. show n 
falling off. while from 9 o'clock till 
midnight is the period of greatest fre 
quency."

HOUSED IN ANCIENTTEMPLE 


Temporary Iteration of tlic United 


States at Pcklnsr. 


Tending the erection of new legation 


buildings for tbe United States in Po- 
king tbe legation of this country will 
occupy an old Chinese temple situated 
on the grounds allotted to the United 
States by China, says the Washington 
Post. The premises heretofore occu- 
pied by the United States legation 
have become the property of the Ko- 
rean government, and as the legation 
of that country desires to take posses- 
sion as soon as possible Minister Con- 
ger has decided to repair the ancient 
temple In order that It may be used for 
temporary legation purposes. 


Secretary Hay called upon the comp- 


troller of the treasury to decide 
whether the sum appropriated by con- 
gress for rent of legation buildings In 
Peking conld be used to repair the tem- 
ple. 


The comptroller submitted a decision 


In which he aays that, while the ques- 
tion is not entirely free from doubt, on 
the statement of facts tubmltted and 
In view of the Important public inter- 
ests Involved be la of the opinion that 
the appropriation may be used In the 
way suggested. By the payment for 
the repairs and necessary alterations 
of the temple the comptroller holds the 
government would not be paying rent, 
but the object of tbe making of the ap- 
propriation would be accomplished in 
providing suitable and necessary quar 
ten for the legation.

ing religious toleration in the empire, 
will probably make tbe condition of 
Baptists more tolerable than, ft has 
been.

If plans now fully decided upon are 


realized, Harvard university withfn 
the next few years will expand Us pre- 
cincts Into one of the richest and most 
beautiful panoramas imaginable, aay* 
a special dispatch from Cambridge to 
the New York World. For some time 
it has been kaown in Cambridge that 
a big real estate syndicate lias been 
buying property between Mount Ail- 
burn street and the Charles river— op- 
tions are held on every piece of land 
obtainable. Although no one knows 
exactly who the holders of these op- 
tions are, it is J known that the persons 
engaged in the scheme are old Har- 
vard graduates^ living in Cambridge 
and Boston, and that they plan to 
make Harvard a "college magnificent," 
with a second campus tacing a wide 
spreading bay and stately dormitories 
adorning a magnificent boulevard. 


The scheme is to change the whole 


section of- Cambridge between the 
streets mentioned into part of the col- 
lege grounds; to erect there dormi- 
tories of the most stately and magnifi- 
cent style; to connect these buildings 
with the yard proper by means of a 
broad new park boulevard, such as 
President Eliot of Harvard and Mayor 
McNamee of Cambridge have advo- 
cated so long, and by means of this 
boulevard to connect Harvard with its 
valuable property in Brookline, where 
the new $4.000,000 medical school is 
to be erected soon. 
This scheme, 


backed as it is by some of the leading 
business men in Cambridge and Bos- 
ton, is said to be almost certain of 
execution. 


Of course, the whole scheme hinges 


on the new dam which is to be erect- 
ed at the mouth of the Charles, chang- 
ing the present squalid river basin into 
a beautiful lake. When this dam is 
built, the part of Cambridge now lying 
between Mount Auburn street and the 
river will be changed from a disrepu- 
table, wretched tenement district to 
the finest part of the whole city. 
Trees will adorn the banks, the Cam- 
bridge Park driveway will sweep in 
beautiful curves along the shore, beau- 
tiful buildings will face the water and 
the aristocratic people of Cambridge 
will forsake their present dwellings to 
occupy new places on Boston's beauti- 
ful, broad bay. 


Already the tendency is setting in 


that direction. This has been partic- 
ularly noticeable the last few years, 
when such buildings as Claverly hall, 
Randolph hall and Westmorly court, 
all big private dormitories at Harvard, 
where the very wealthiest students 
live, have been built in Mount Auburn 
street in what formerly was consid- 
ered the least desirable part of the 
whole city of Cambridge. In these 
dormitories the young millionaires 
from New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Chicago and all the big cities have 
congregated. The explanation is that 
the men interested in these dormi- 
tories are now backing the movement 
to erect a "new Harvard" near the 
river bank. 


The changing of the Mount Auburn 


section into a part of Harvard, hing- 
ing, as It does, on the laying of a new 
parkway from Massachusetts avenue 
to the Charles, would have a wonderful 
transforming 
effect ' in Cambridge. 


President Eliot has long been desirous 
of 
putting the boulevard scheme 


through and has even spoken before 
the legislature to that end. His pur- 
pose In so doing is now evident With 
a broad boulevard running from Quin- 
cy square, off Massachusetts avenue, 
to the Charles and there connecting 
with the Cambridge park system Har-

mean a drive about a beautiful boule- 
vard, following the river basin as far 
as the Longwood bridge and then, Just 
across the river, traversing Common- 
wealth avenue into the center of 
Brookline, the richest and moat beauti- 
ful suburban city in the United States. 
Cambridge, In other words, would be 
Immediately connected with Brookline, 
and as the two cities are eneh beautiful 
and aristocratic the change is one 
greatly desired. The "new part" of 
Harvard would come directly along the 
line of this boulevard or at least along 
that part of It leading from Massachu- 
setts avenue to the Charles.

Elder Hawkins. 


The petition sets forth that on Octo- 
ber 28, 1901, Phillips 
sold seventy- 


three acres of land in Tiverton town- 
ship to A. M. Hawkins for $1100. On- 
ly $100 was paid in* cash and the re- 
mainder was to be paid in ten annual 
installments of $100 each and with in- 
terest at six per cent. 


In drawing up the notes and

Delta L*»da There Are Nearly 
000 Acre* «f Vlr«ln Boll on 
Thott«aada at Hal** of Cottoa Caa 
Be Produced. 
With the high prices recently reach- 


ed by *>Klng Cotton" attention has 
been forcibly directed to the possibil- 
ities of extending tbe cultivation of 
this staple crop, the demand for which 
fully keeps pace with the Increasing 
supply, says a Washington special to 
the New York Times. It is not gen- 
erally known that Mississippi, whose 
prosperity is so dependent on tue cot- 
ton crop, has within its borders nearly 
200,000 acres of virgin land which, it 
is predicted, will equal if not exceed in 
cotton producing risibilities the rich- 
est of the far famed delta lauds of 
that state. 


The bureau of soils of the depart- 


ment of agriculture has taken up this 
subject, and Milton Whitney, chief of 
the bureau, hopes-that some day this 
area, now waste land, will be redeem- 
ed and hundreds of thousands of bales 
of cotton' produced upon its fe'rtile 
acres yearly. The land lies In the del- 
ta referred 'to, which is in reality an 
area lying between the Mississippi and 
Yazoo rivers, extending from Mem- 
phis on the north to Vicksburg at the 
south and forming about balf of the 
Yazoo area. 


In speaking of the productiveness of 


this area Mississippians are inclined to 
refer with pride, as John Sharp Wil- 
liams on the floor of the house of rep- 
resentatives did recently, to the fact 
that the Yazoo delta lands produce 
two bales of cotton to the acre. But 
they fail to mention tbe corollary that 
the land which produces two bales of 
cotton to the acre comprises but 17 
per cent of the delta area and that one 
and a third to one and two-thirds 
bales is considered an excellent yield 
except where improved methods of cul- 
tivation are employed. It is here In 
the heart of the delta that there are 
184,380 acres of land which the plow 
has never touched, waiting for capital 
to drain and transform it into what 
Mr. Whitney believes will equal the 
finest cotton land in tbe world. 


In treating of this subject tbe other 


day Mr. Whitney said that the investi- 
gations conducted by the bureau of 
soils led him to the belief that In many 
instances the inhabitants of the delta 
region were not securing the benefits 
from their lauds which they should and 
that if sufficient capital could be enlist- 
ed to drain the swamp region in the 
delta the enterprise would be highly 
profitable. 


"What is known as the 'Sharkey^ clay 


region,'" he said, "covers about 68 per 
cent of the delta, or 44 per cent of the 
Yazoo area. Like the Nile" valley it is 
subject to annual overflow, and the soil 
is formed from the richest sediments 
deposited by the waters. Unfortunate- 
ly the floods do uot subside until about 
the 1st of June, when it is too late for 
cotton planting, and the land is prac- 
tically abandoned to a vigorous growth 
of hard wood timber. The question of 
surplus precipitation may be solved, as j 
in the Louisiana cane fields, by the ex- 
cavation of deep, broad ditches with 
smaller, more frequent laterals, which 
would facilitate the natural drainage. 
Even in case this alone were insuffi- 
cient, valuable crops, like cotton, cane 
or rice could be further guarded by 
pumping systems such as are employed 
in Holland. 
General inundation can 


only be guarded against by a general 
system of levees, developed along the 
minor streams iu the manner of those 
which shut out the main flood waters of 
the Mississippi river or the tide waters 
along the New Jersey coast. Either 
state or national aid, or at least the 
use of large private means, is neces- 
sary to secure such a dike system. Tho 
Sbarkey clay district, which may thus 
be redeemed, is four times the extent 
of the Yazoo clay region. 


"To my mind, however, and I may 


say my conclusions > are based on the 
careful analysis of tbe situation made 
by a party from our bureau, there la 
too much attention paid to the cultiva- 
tion of cotton in the Yazoo area. Here, 
where tbe population Is so largely 
negro and the people live principally 
on bacon and corn bread, la what we 
believe to be one of the most fertile 
regions In the country for truck gar* 
denlng. What Is known as the Yaioo 
sandy loam, covering 28,670 acres, or 
about 0 per cent of tbe delta portion. 
Is exceptionally well fitted by Its phys- 
ical properties 
and Its 
admirable 


drainage for the production of track 
for northern and eastern markets. 


"At present this land produces only 


from one-half to three-fourths of * 
bale of cotton per acre, and part* of It 
bars boss continuously devoted to cot* 
ton mlstac for fifty years. B*t_ early
